The county roads have been 
severely damaged by slides 
and inundation of hundreds 
of streams flowing from the 
mountain sides. As this is 
written, however, the streams 
are receding rapidly and we 
predict things will get back 
to normallcy within a few 
days. 


Success Of New Civil

Circuit Judges 

Frankfort, Ky., May 18— 

The spate’s circuit judges 
were told today the success of 
the new code of civil practice 
rests on their shoulders. 

Professor Edumund Morgan 
of the, Vanderbilt University 
College of Law traced various 
trial procedures through the 
ages, and explained why they 
had worked or failed. 

The professor said that with 
lawyers and judges cooperat¬ 
ing the new procedures, which 
come effective July 1, would 
be a success in Kentucky. 

He said pre-trial conferences 
could do much to make for a 
speedier trial, in that all the 
unnecessary details would be 
dismissed before they reach 
the court- 

“Once the unnecesary details 
are done away with, you 
judges then can devote your 
time and thinking to the very 
issues of the case,” he said.

Recognizing the need of more physicians in the State of Kentucky, the President of Whitesburg 
Rotary Club, on April 7th., 1953, designated a Committee, to look into this situation and make its 
report to the Club. This Committee has done so and wishes to offer the following resolutions 
and recommend their adoption by the Club: 

WHEREAS, there is an acute shortage of physicians in this stale, particularly in the rural 
areas and small towns — the counties of Butler, Edmonson, Gallatin, Hancock, Powell, Trimble 
and Wolfe having only two to the county, while the counties of Elliott Menifee and Robertson 
have onlv one to the county, and, there is evidence that this shortage is growing progressively 
worse from year to year, and * 

WHEREAS, this State through the University of Kentucky, has made provision for the 
education of its youth, in Pharmacy, Law, Agriculture, Engineering and etc-, with no provision for 
the education and training of those who wish to enter the field of medicine, which is of such vital 
importance in guarding the health of her people, and 

WHEREAS, the only medical school in the State of Kentucky, is owned and operated by the 
City of Louisville, a city of approximately a half million people, whose sole object, apparently is, 
to take care of applicants within its borders, with their next interest being to attract students from 
other states. A speech made before this Club one week ago today by the President of the Rotary 
Club of Pineville calling attention to an address recently made by Dr. Kinsman, the Dean of the 
Medical Department of the University of Louisville, was to say the least, typical of the attitude 
of that institution, when he made a threat, in this public address, that if the State of Kentucky 
refused to continue subsidizing for the maintenance of their institution that they would pick 
their students from among the fabulously wealthy of other states and particularly from the State 
of Florida, a State that had made some kind of a fifty thousand dollar gesture in behalf of 
applicants for admission from that state. 

THEREFORE, in consideration of every angle of this important question, shortage of 
physicians, general attitude of the school within our state, the obvious discrimination against 
applicants for admission, from within the state, the urgent need for relief, we would recommend 
that this Club go on record, recommending that necessary steps be taken toward the establishment 
of a medical school at the University of Kentucky in Lexington. This city already has two large 
hospitals and another, the Baptist which is under construction at this time. It also has two 
smaller hospitals—Crippled Children’s and the hospital for tuberculars so there can be no question 
as to clinical material and hospital facilities in that city. 

North Carolina maintains three medical schools and that state has a population of little in 
excess of one million more people than has Kentucky. Besides, the three medical schools in 
that state are located in cities with less population than the city of Lexington. 

We would further go on record in protest against state aid or subsidizing a privately owned 
institution.

estimated fairly close, Curlin 
said, but there are other 
losses, not suffered directly 
by the Department of High¬ 
ways, that are incalculable 
The adverse effect that lit¬ 
tered highways have on tour¬ 
ists that are bringing money 
into Kentucky can not be esti¬ 
mated, for instance. Nor can 
the threat to health brought 
on by unsanitary dumping 


on the highways within their 
state, according to W. P. Cur¬ 
lin, Commissioner of High¬ 
ways. 

Everything from beer cans 
to dead livestock is being 
thrown on highway rights-of- 
way in some areas and the 
problem has become one of 
the major headaches in main¬ 
taining Kentucky roads. Re¬ 
ports from all of the state’s 11 
highway districts show high¬ 
way dumping to be prevalent. 

“Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars that should be going 
into better highways for Ken¬ 
tucky is being spent each 
year to clean up trash that 
motorists are leaving with the 
Department of Highways be¬ 
cause a roadside makes a con¬ 
venient place to dispose of it 
Nearly a third of the time 
spent on maintenance of high¬ 
way crews is going into clean¬ 
ing up debris,” Curlin said. 

The money being spent to 
pay crews to clean up trash 
and the money spent in repair 
ing machinery that is dam¬ 
aged by beer cans, bottles and 
other pieces of rubbish can be

IN BRIEF 

County Superintendents 
have no authority to recom¬ 
mend emergency or sub-stand¬ 
ard school teachers for em¬ 
ployment, when legally quali¬ 
fied teachers are available for 
service. Asst- Attorney Gen. 
W. Owen Keller ruled. The 
ruling was given in the midst 
of the season when new teach¬ 
ers are being chosen for the 
coming year for the guidance 
of school boards and superin¬ 
tendents. 

A proposed toll turnpike be¬ 
tween Louisville and Eliza¬ 
bethtown has been found to 
be “engineeringly sound” as a 
result of initial examinations, 
and a full scale engineering 
study on the project has been 
now ordered by Commissioner 
of Highways W. P. Curlin. 

The preliminary study, 
made by New York engineer¬ 
ing firm of Coverdale and Col- 
pitts, “indicates very strongly 
that a toll road is feasible.”
